Wl.ereas the Primitive Baptists have been gre-tly disturbed by the intro- 
duction of new and unscriptural prac'ices in tiair worship viz instrumental 
music, secret orders and other thimgs of like character, therefore bo it rasol- 
vel that we declare against these measures in our churches together with all 
others that practice or affiliate with the asme. 


Decorum. 


1. he «ssociation shall be composed of members chosen by the churches 
jn our union ani duly sent to represent them in the Association, who shall be 
members whom they judge best qualitied for that purpese, predusing letters 
from their churches certifying their appointment, shall be entitled to seats. 


2. In the letters from tine e@hurshes shall be expressed their men.bers in 
full fellowship, those baptized, received by letter, on confession of faith, 
dis ‘nissed, excommunicated and died since last Assc ciation, 


38. The members thus ctoseu and convened shall be denominated, the 
Echeconnee Asso laticu, providing for themselves a Moderatur and Clerk, 
who will serve them during the session; using the pastor of the chuich wuere 
they asemble or choosing one fron: the body, as they please. 


4, As one of the cardinal tenets of faith of the Primitive Baptist is 
that the Old and New Testaments are cur only rule of faith and practice, and 
u3 the Bible recognizes nu other religious disciplinary power but the church 
we hereby leave all discipline with the Churca, wtere God in His wisdom, 
mercy, and henor to His Son, placed it. 


5. If new churches desire to be admitted into this union they may peti- 
tion by letter and aelegates, and if found ortoh:iox and orderly, shall be recei- 
ved by the Association and manifested by the Moderator giving the delegates 
the right hand of fellowship. 


6 The names of the members of the Association shalib e enrotled bay the 
Clerk, and catled over as often as the Association may require. 


7 It shall be the duty of the Clerk to keep a true reo.rd of tue proceed- 
ings of the Associaticn, 


8. The minutes of the Associution shall be read and signed by the Mod- 
erator and Clerk before the Association adjourns, 


9. Amendments to this form govern::eut may be made at any time by a 
majority of the union, when they dsem it necessary. 


10 To comespond wih sister Association of the same faith and order. 


11. Ths Association shall have power to edjourn themselves to any fu. 
ture time cr place they may think mest convenient to the churehes in the 
union 


12. It is also agreed that nothing shall be so constructed inthe above 
as tc intérfere with the fellowship end communion of the churches or breth- 
ren of this union, or with those with whom we may correspond, directly or 
indirectly ;and nothing shall te presented to this body as 4 query,or question 
bearing on tha same, but shall be considered by the churches) as we belive is 
directed by the Holy Scriptures, ;
